not proper for RCE. After thorough investigation on the advisory action, Final for RCE and also the Applicants' RCE 
and the amendment after final, the Final is sustained with the same ground of 103 and ODP rejections using the same 
prior art. The key point is that such a amendment has almost nothing there; they still carry the same scope of original 
limitations. For instance, only Claim 4 is amended to carry the same polydispersity as parent Claims 1 and 3, while 
dependent Claims 5-10 are only amended to be dependent from parent and nonelected Claim 3. The Applicants 
should point out exactly why it is not proper according to MPEP guideline. The Examiner suggests the Applicants fully 
study pages 6-8 of the Final action, which the Examiner believes a full response has been applied. .
